Albert Grant, tbo notorious English 
Bpeculator, is tbua closcvibed "Ho is 
a small man, about tifty years of a;^o, 
witb a couiitoniiuco not attnictivo. He 
has n jaunty air, bis whiskers flowing 
out on eaeli side of bis face, and his 
hair brushed wavingly out. His eyes 
^te very small, and somewhat imbed- 
ded in pully flesh, his nose bc^'ius to 
bo aquiline, but is cut short; his face 
is not ^vriukled, but doeply marked 
with the Hues of anxiety and hard 
work. But thero is nothing sly or 
covert in his appoarauce; on the con- 
trary, his look is exactly that ot a 
rather too impulsive gambler for the 
enormous stakes of the Stock Ex- 
change. His voice is flexible, and at 
times' it is even winning." 

From Paris comes the announce- 
ment of the death of Mr. Duruof. the 
French teronaut. The deceased had 
an adventurous career, and had made 
many balloon ascensions under peril- 
ous circumstances. His most famous 
exploit occurred not quite two years 
■^igo. Accompanied by IMadame 
Touruof.he made an ascent from Calais 
in the latter part of August, 1874, 
which came near being his last. The 
day fixed uron for the ascent proved 
to be a tempestuous one, and the 
ajronauta were anxious to postpone 
the trip. The crowd of spectators, 
however, jeered and taunted them to 
such an extent that they rashly de- 
termined to make the excursion. 
Amidst strong protestations from 
their friends, they entered the balloon 
and ascended, the wind driving them 
directly out to sea. Night came on 
and the thinly-clad leronauts suiTered 
keenly from cold and thirst. They 
took no provisions with them, having 
expected to descend soon. Through 
^the whole night they drifted about 
Tin the clouds. When daylight came 
they-foond that they wore over the 
North Sea, and M. Duruof, not know, 
inghow far ho was from land, mana'- 
uvred to descend, in order to get 
picked up bv some vessel. They had 
been ton hours in the air, and were 
now doomed to be dragged two hours 
thrQUgkthe -water, for though they 
■were'' seen and chased by a fishing 
smack, the Grand Charge, it was quite 
that time before they were overtaken. 
The balloon, dragging with the car 
half under water, was every moment 
in danger of bursting, as the heavy 
Beaa-ibicpjke'.-.ovar -it, but at last the 
smfoWameBO near that the captain 
and mate lowered a small boat, into 
which they managed with groat difE- 
culty to got thom. The balloon went 
oil at a great speed towards Norway, 

flMid the half-dead teronauts were 
^an. on board the Grand Charge, 
where they were carefully nursed and 
tended. A week later they were 
landed safely in England. 

The sudden death by his own hands 
of the Bishop of Meath, which was 
announced in the papers on Monday, 
ha» cheated a very pamful impression. 
The/ Bight Rev. Dr. Butcher was born 
in 1811, and has hold the soo since 
1866. Ho was the '.)()th holder of the 
see, which was worth £4,0G8. Tho 
liakticulars of his death are as follows: 
—At the consecration of a military 
cemetery on the 18th ult. ho caught a 
severe cold, which led to an attack of 
congestion of tbo lungs and bron- 
chitis. At first the treatment ho re- 
ceived at tho hands of his medical 
men soeinod to bo good, but lest Fri- 
day very alarming symplons appeared 
if^ftcoompanied by delirium. Early on 
Satufday m'orning bo was loft alone in 
bid room for a few miiiuteH, for tho fir.st 
time. (^11 tho return of Uio fiuiiily tho 
door was found to bo lockoA, nnd when 
burst open tho lii.shop wuh fannJ lying 
on tha flo'or in a pool of blond, \»h1i n ni-

Tho "Heathen Chinee" seems to get 
the cold shoulder on all sides. AVith 
his industrious habits, his simple 
tastes, and his everiwtiing pigtail, he 
has invaded Queensland', and filled the 
white folk of that province with indig- 
nation, jealousy, and fear. He has a 
way of growing moderately rich upon 
gold-fioldo abandoned by loss thrifty 
and patient Queonslanders, which i9 
Bufliciently aggravating. When the 
Hodgkinson gold track, in Northern 
Queensland, was discovered, the whites 
abandoned the Palmer field and be- 
took thomsolyes to tho frosh pastur- 
age; whoreupou John squatted upon 
the deserted diggings, in which ho 
found very pretty pickings. The 
Hodgkinson mines hardly coming up 
to tho exaggerated expectation of tho 
whites they are now anxious to roiurn 
to tho Palmer. John, however, is in 
full possossion, nor does there seoiii to 
be any legal way of getting him out. 
He makes an excellent miner; be is 
healthy where the other suffers from 
fever; he saves where the others 
sciuandor; he is patient where tho 
others are eager; and ho is porriistoutly 
industrious. Moreover, unco in poH- 
session, he is a hard occupant to got 
rid of. He has a way, when bo is 
prosperous in foreign lands, of send- 
ing word to his relatives iiud frieiuls 
in the old country, while they havo a 
way of coming over to rbb for theiu- 
selveB.JTbe eager eyeij of 20,00o oi ;!0,. 
000 Chinamen at home are fixed upon 
Queensland, which bus only a popula- 
tion of all kinds of less than 180,000. 
The question is evidently a more difli- 
cult one there than it is hero. "Sup- 
pose it comes," says "The Pall Ga- 
zette," "to a surrender of an English 
territory discovered and colonized by 
Englishmen to an overwhelming Asia- 
tic immigration ?"

COUimNQ 

Ik wiis said by a xiolitical writer of 
the last century that in great matters 
of political moment, where both parties 
are at a stand, and both are punctil- 
lioua, slight condescenaions cost little, 
but are worth much. He that yields 
them is wise, inasmuch as a few drops 
of oil will set the political machine at 
•work.when a tun of vinegar would only 
corrode the wheels and canker their 
movements. Every true friend of the 
Province must observe with a feehug 
of deep concern the unsatisfactory 
stftte of the relations of Island and 
Midnland on the all important ques- 
tion of railway. Each section is agreed 
that, the prosperity of the Province — 
it{^, salvation— ia dependent on the 
early oonstruotion of the transconti- 
nental railway, and yet a miserable 
contention as to the route the railway 
shall follow appears destined to keep 
the sections asaunder and preclude the 
possibility of united action. We say 
seems, because if the New Westmin- 
ster papers represent public opinion 
on the Mainland it will require a 
pretty decided expression on the part 
of Victorians co convince their fellow 
citizens resident in the Valley of the 
Fraser that hero the question of route 
is regarded as a secondary considera- 
tion compared with the actual com- 
mencement of the groat work itself. 
There are not throe men in Victoria 
who would attempt to dictate as to the 
line of road. A petition to that effect 
started to-morrow would fail to receive 
a score of signatures on the Island. 
But a similar petition, if we must 
gauge public sentiment there by the 
Westminster pre88,wonld be generally, 
if not unanimously, signed on the 
Lower lyiainland. This state of feeling 
is junfortunate. It is ruinous to the in- 
terestB of both sections. Already we 
hear oar Westminster oontemporBries, 
alarmed at what they conceive to be a 
plot to bring the road down Bute In- 
let, agreeing to abandon the Island 
road and, like the old woman who is 
said to have counted her chickens be- 
fore they were hatched, expending in 
anticipation the sum of money which 
TUEY propose to accept in lieu of the 
Island railway. But, supposing the 
whole difficulty settled by the accept- 
ance of a proposition from Lord Car- 
S^Won to pay the Province a sum of 
money sufficient to build the Island 
road, how could the amount iu justice 
be expended other than for that pur- 
pose, Hince the Island road was dis- 
tinctly oflFered by Mr. Edgar in com- 
pensation for railway delays ? In his 
letter to Mr. Walkemof May 8th,1874, 
Mr. Edgar says: — 

"Feeling the impoBsihility of comply- 
icg witu the time-limit for the coustruo- 
tion I of Itjo railway] thu Govprinuont is 
prupareii to mako new btipulutions, atul to 
entsr inio additional oblig.itioiia of a de- 
finite ohaiactcr for the boueflt of the Pro- 
vinoL'," 

Then foWoyv the propositions to build 
the Island road ("iminediatoly") and 
the other works on the Mainland. 
Clearly, the offer of the Island road 
was intended to compensate the Island 
portion of the Province for the losses 
that had resulted from the non-com • 
raencement of railway construction iu 
acoordancc with the origiual treaty. 
How could it have been otherwise ? 
The losses of the Mainland, if there 
l^d been any, were "consequential;" 
whilst the damage sustained by the 
Island was actual. For nearly two 
years a belt of land extending from 
Ebquimalt to Seymour Narrows^a 
distance of MO miles— had been with- 
drawn from Bottloment. Hundreds of 
families who camo to the Provirce to 
nettle on the Island wore forced to 
select lands iu Frnsor valley or go to 
the American side. Tho railway luuds 
had boon locked up and the key 
thrown away. No improvomeut was 
]^0B8ible. Large invoHtments in land 
already in private hands had been 
made on the faith of a promise by Sir 
John Macdonald of the early con- 
atniction of a line of railway from 
Esquimalt to Seymour Narrows, which 
promise had not boon kept. The 
prppositions of Mr. Edgar did not 
involTe the abandonment of the main 
line (which was to bo coi^tpleted in 
1890); but they did contemplate the 
abandonment of the line from Nanai- 
mo to Seymour Narrows. There can 
bo no djubtin any unprejudiced mind 
as to tlio meaning of the clause we 
have quoted when considerod in con- 
nection with tho actiud damages tho 
Island had sustained, and it is a great 
pity that any dill'erenco exists on that 
Bcoieor on any other at this critical 
moment. Earl DulTeriu said to tho Vic 
toiia deputation, irhen announcing 



the death of the Island road, chat the 
main line would bo commenced at 
once. Would it be consonant with 
the popular idea of |aBtice and fair- 
dealing if the Mainland ^er6 to get 
the railway and the oompenaation 
to boot ?

'Large Fire at San Franoisoo. 

On Tuosilay night nt 11 o'clock ft di-sas- 
trous firo occurred at Siiu I'l-anciBoo. It 
broku out at tho conior of BniuniiQ nud 
Fourth streets in the Paoilic Box Fiiotory 
in a lot adjoiuiug the German Hospital. 
A stiff wind was blowing at the time. Tho 
four buildings adjoining the box factory 
on Ihe East were occupied as a fnrnitnro 
factory, door, Hash and blind factory. Ex- 
celsior sash faotory, HaHkoU A: Bodo's fac- 
tory, and Korliott Bros." ci);nr box factory. 
Alf these were in a laryo t wo story frame 
building, and filled with lua-iber, light 
timber, glue und oil^. It was nothing 
but a tinder i)ox, which made one im- 
mense bonfire, nearly liOO feot front and 
275 foot deep. Next camo Korbott'a resi- 
dence, p two-story brick, und then the 
German hospital. The Crennuu Hosj)ital 
was a brick building two stories LiKh. 
AYhen tho iiro broke out there were be- 
tween 60 and 70 patients in tbe building, 
ftir,afwhom were safely removed. From 
the German Hospital to the corner of 
Third street tcu dwelling liouscs wore 
burned down. On liiteh lilroct, running 
from Brauuau to TownsonJ, botwoen thir- 
ty and forty buildings, occupied by poor 
families, wero destroyed. Ou Crooks 
street, twenty dwelling houses gave way 
trfthe flames. Ou the west side of Third 
street twelve dwellings succumbed. On 
Townsend street quite a number of build- 
ings wore burned to ashes, so that 200 
families wore thrown out of their homes 
by this disastrous conflagration. At 2 
a, m. the fire was under control. Owing 
to the. intoDse heat and rapidity with 
which the flames spread, the great confu- 
sion and rushing to and fro of the owners 
and occupants of buildings, it was impos- 
sible to obtain any reliable information 
an to the loss, but it will not fall much 
below 8500,000. The greatcHt loss will 
be on the factories, tho Gorman hospital 
and the railroad buildings. In the after- 
noon two boys were killed nt tho scene of 
the fire by a fallirg chimney. 

The Centennial Begatta. 

From dispatches wc learn that tho most 
interesting heat was tho London Bowing 
Club and the Northwestern Club, of 
Chicago, the AtlonticB having withdrawn 
because of siokness. The signal was given 
and London led by a quarter of a lengtli, 
making a clean beautiful start. Neither 
boat steered well.

Victoria, then, 
will be built up, and will be tho chief 
commercial city of British Columbia, with 
all oth(;r j)iirts of tha Colony tributary to 
her. Tins is what Confederation on pro-

Then the man said, "your 
place shall go next," conversations 
overheard between the number of 
hocdhiins during the progress of tl 
firo lead to tbo conclusion namely 
that tho firo was iu progress. 

San Francisco, Aug. 30.— 19 new 
cases of smallpox were reported on 
Monday, 15 yesterday, and five this 
morning. The most of these cases 
are only a mild (orm. Five deaths 
from the diaoase occurred yesterday, 
and two Monday.

A French Scientist Explores the Indian 
Mounds of the Faoiflc-Coast Indian 
Remains on Vanconver Iriand. 

EiJiTon 'BtiLi,KTiN. — The southern ond 
eastorn part of Yancouvcr Island soem, 
at o period not very far back, to have been 
inhabif-ed by a very numerous populution: 
wherever we go, on tho sea ehtre where 
there ii a spring of fresh water, or on the 
larger fivers, wo aro sure to find traoca of 
former occiii)atioii ; immense HhellbanUs 
and shell mounds exist for miles above 
the rapids on tho arm above Victoria, and 
sepulchral cairns are to bo found by 
thouHands at (ladboro bay and vicinity. 
Wo will try hero to desoribo these rc- 
main.T ami show that the people who|built 
thom is tho very same as the one now liv- 
ing on tho i'daiul of Vancouver, Pugot 
Sound 



of cairns, This name is used on account 

of tho striking reaomblance between this 
Indian caini mound and the celebrated 
cairns of Scotland, Wiik-.i, ko,; they vary 
very much in dimensions aud shape, va- 
rying from a perfect circle to ii rectangu- 
lar form, though tho circular ones aro tho 
most numerous. For tho digging of tho 
grave and the building of tho cairn, a cir- 
cular space has been cleared) I am speak- 
ing now of a circular cairn) aud a recop- 
taclo dug right at tho centre to a depth of 
from three to live foot. In thia recepta- 
cle tho ashoB or the body have been de- 
posited, cremation and common burial 
have boon in use contemporaneonsly 
among tho cairnbuilders;) the recepta»3le 
is thou filled up with loose earth to the 
levol of tho cleared ground. Then on tho 
top a large flat stone, weighing in some 
instances 300 or -100 pounds, closes tho 
receptacle. All round that central stono 
others of largo dimensions aro set on end, 
forming a circle. Then at a distance of 
one and a half to five feet from tJie cen- 
tral circle is another one of smaller stones 
sot ou end, forming tho outer circle. Be- 
tween this and the inner one wu find, 
when wo havo cleared tho rubbish, ashes, 
charred bones and charcoal, seeming '.o 
indicate that a sacritico was made to tho 
manes of the deceaeod. After tho sa- 
crifice was over the whole was covered 
with loose rocks and earth so as to form a 
mound of a conical form, of a height of 
two to si.x fi^et above ground. If instead 
of a circular mound a rectangular one 
was to bo built, tho same precautions 
wero tiiken to havo the receptacle right in 
tho centre ; and instead of two stone cir- 
cles we had two rectangular layers of 
stones set ou ond with largo rocks form- 
ing tho foiir corners. It is a very intor- 
oBting fact to find on this coast remains 
BO similar to what we are used to see iu 
the old Celtic countries; and from such 
a fact basty observers might luako some 
very startling deductions. But here I 
must say that tbe skulls and bones found 
in tbe cairns opened by Mr. James Deans 
and myself belong undoubtedly to tho 
Indians, and I will bo more positive in 
aflirniing that if they did not belong to 
individuals of the actual tribe of Indians, 
(tho Cowitchin) now living in tbe south- 
ern and eastern parts of Vancouver Is- 
land, they certainly had very great crun- 
iological and morphological resemblance 
to thom. Tho bones aro only found in a 
small number of caij'ns ; most of the time 
wo only found tho ashes, showing that 
cremation had taken place. In the mounds 
that I opened in company with Mr. 
Deans I found bones in only one in four. 
Tho bones aro extremely brittle, showing 
traces of great age. Tho skulls found are 
dolichocephalic, long and narrow, pro- 

.leiiting an nrtifw'illl illlttenillg of tho OCCi- 

pital bono — doformation duo to the man- 
ner in which tho child is held tight to tho 
cradlo among tho Northwestern triboa, 
the back of its head resting on the board. 
If I comx>are any of tiiem with those found 
in the shell mounds of more recent date, 
or with those of the actual Cowitchau 
Indian, I can hardly trace any difTerenco. 
It would be too long to enter here on the 
morphology of the skull, but suffice it to 
say that, iu my own opinion, I have not 
the slightest doubt that tho cairnbuilders 
whose bones havo been lying in tho 
ground for six, seven or more centuries, 
woro the ancestors of tho jiiesont race of 
Indians. Among the skulls found was 
one presenting a very peculiar doforma- 
tion, the forehead is pressed upwards, and 
the back part of the head haasufTerod the 
same i^eformation, together with the pro- 
cess of flattening ; it baa given to tbo 
knoll tbe comical aspect we are used to 
find among tho old Inca Peruvians. No 
implemonts of any kind havo boon found 
in these cairns, nither by Jlr. Deans or 
myself. I believe that all the personal 
property of tho deceased was burnt with 
him, but the most valuable objects, such 
as bone or stone implements and utensils, 
were burnt only in effigy ; that is to say 
that imogos of said implemonts or uten- 
sils made of wood wero burnt with or near 
the body, and tho original ones distri- 
buted among tbe relatives of the deceased. 
I have boon ablo to trace this custom to 
dilVereut tribes of the northwest coast. 
Tho bodies deposited in those cairns have 
all been doubled up Indian fashion, tho 
head lying generally toward tho west, 
the hands resting on tho knees under tho 
chin. Outside of these customs there 
iloes not seem to have been any particular 
way of laying the body, as some of them 
aro found with tho face downward, some 
others with tho face upward. I paid for- 
merly a good (leal of attention to tho way 
in which tho bodies wero laid by tho In- 
dians: but I havo fouiul that there is no 
particular rule in which they do it, and I 
lu'-vo been obliged to givo it up altogetiier 
as au ethnological sign ; so it ia with tho 
cremation and the common buiial. I be- 
lieve they havo co existed formerly as 
thoy do still now among triljeB closely 
related to each other. 

Shollbauks, kjokkomodinga aud aholl- 
mounds. Before proceeding any further 
I must explain tho throe words here used. 
A shellhank ia a large accumulation of 
shollB in flats near a river, where former- 
ly was a villago ; iu it wo only find shells, 
broken bones and broken implements and 
utensils. A kjokknmodinti or common 
shellmonnd of the Danes is composed of 
tho refuse of tho repasts of the Bavago, 
and ia found to contain shells (clama, 
niussols, oysters; etc.), broken bonos, 
(human bonos havo boon found in large 
quautitioa among those I exainined at tho 
arm, showing thst the Indians were iu 
tho habit of eating human flesh, probably 
that of their enemies killed in battle), 
and broken implements and utensils, as in 
the shell bunks ; in fact, tho ulioll banks 
aro nothing else but Kjokkomodings, 
which booms to havo been leveled by the 
action of time. Tho Kjokkomoding is 
always found in tho implucement of for- 
mer villages, but tho sepulchral shell 
mound is generally a diafanco back of tho 
village, on a small eminenoo aud contains 
tho bodies, together with utencils, im- 
plomonts, ornaments, etc. .\ttlio "Gorge" 
about three miles up tlio Arm from Vic- 
toria, are remains of a very extensivu vil- 
lage : wo can trace for miles tho places 
where the houses stood, Os the embank- 
monts])ilod against the lowor parts of the 
widl.i of tho hovfea are 8tilUracea])l^...,It 
was at that place I oonoltided to make'iny 
resoiirohns. 

A largo spectral mound had been al- 
ready partly removed by Mr. Dodd to 
build his houso, and during the removal 
of that portion of the mound he canu: 
aoroHS a largo number of skeletons, to- 
gether with stono and bono implemoutH. 
in my own diggings 1 was fort\inato 
onougli to discover a whole Hk(doton, 
skulls and bono implemonts, utensils, or- 
naments, etc. In this place, too, I found 
that tbe bodies had been deposited with- 
out any fixed lules-rrppme "W^ro doubled 
up, some were lying at wlipl^ lenjjth; by 



verv extensive fiterxilace, whorefrom wd 
took a large amount' of ashes, together 
with charred hones aud charcoa'. The 
skulls found in the mound aro similar to 
those of tho living Indian. Quito a num- 
ber of those found on the upper levol of 
the mound present the' comical doforma- 
tion alluded to above as resembling the 
doformation^in use among the Uca Pe- 
niviaos. 

I will conclude with certain remarks on 
the way of burial in the sholl-mounda of 
Vancouver Island, and show the differ- 
ence existing botweon tbo mounds of 
Vancouver .und those found iu California. 

On Vancouver Island.when a place had 
been chosen as a burial ground, tbe bel- 
ies were brought and'laid'down on a bed 
of hard earth, mixed with small rooks and 
gravel, then covered up with shells. A 
lire was then lit near the body, and all 
tho eartlily possoasioua of the deceased 
were buried with him. If tho deceased 
was a man of wealth or renown, slaves 
were killed and buried by the side of 
their master — practices still common 
among the Thiinkit tribes of Alaska. As 
soon as the fire was over the ashes and 
tbe body were covered with another layer 
of sbolls and everything was over until a 
now burial took iJiaco near or on tho top 
of the preceding one, this is to explain 
tho extent and elevation of some of the 
pepulcral shell-mounds. In California.we 
find only one kind of mound, which seems 
to havo been used at tho time asa"Kjjok- 
komodiug" and aburial placo; everything 
taken out of tho hut of the natives, tho 
refuse of cooking, or any other rubbish, 
was thrown on this mound; or if anybody 
died the body was buried in the moniid 
itself, so that Colifornla mounds are at 
the same time burial mounds and "Kjjok- 
komodings." 

Before 1 close this paper I must mention 
that in connection with the cairns above 
spoken of aro generally to be found large 
ditches inclosing in their area quite an 
extent of ground, cutting off sometimes 
from the mainland— a small promontory 
and fornniig in that way afortiflod enclos- 
ure, whore tho natives conld defend 
themselves from the incursions of war- 
like tribes, insido of the enclosure formed 
by those ditches, and protected by the 
embankments thrown up on the inside of 
the ditoh, from the earth 4ag out, are to 
be found remains of honses. ISuoh fortifi- 
cations are fonnd along the southern and 
eastern parts of tbe island, all along tbo 
coast from Victoria (ono of theao fortified 
ditches is found at Beacon Hill) to Oo- 
mox, a distance of 200 miles.
